FUTURE WAR—BAKER 


Secretary of War Declares Peace Delegates 
Will 


Agree On League of Nations or Like Plan, 


Buffalo, N. T., Jan. 4.—Speaking 


here tonight before the Buffalo Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Secretary of War 
Baker declared It inconceivable that 
the peace conference would make the 
•world war an Insupportable tragedy 
by failing to provide for a league of 
nations or some other arrangement 
to prevent such disasters in the fu- 
ture. 


"We here in America 
who 
have 


worked and paid," he said, "the fath- 
ers and mothers who have given their 
sons, surely have a right to some 
high assurances of future peace as a 
consolation for their sacrifices. One 
cannot close his eyes and think of the 
peace conference at Versailles with- 
out feeling that there hoier over It 


^ the spirits of millions of dead men 


demanding that their sacrifices be 
not In vain, that the statesmen of 
the world now secure to mankind the 
blessings which they died to obtain." 


NOT TALKING FOR PRESIDENT 
Mr. Baker said he had no intention 


of speaking for the presuirnt, whose 
Statements had been explicit, and in

FACE HARD PROBLEMS. 


The peace conference, said Mr. Bi- 


ker, undoubtedly faced intri-ate and 
difficult 
geographical 
and 
racial 


questions. 
It would he conceit ahl> 


possible, he added, "to make treaties 
ending this -nar in the old way, quiet- 
Ing Its present discords and dealing 
with each rational claim as though 
It were Individual and of no cnmmu- 
nltr interest." 


The war had given America a new 


•vision of her own strength and pow- 
er, Mr. Baker declared. 


"We have made a voyage of dis- 


covery and found unsuspected ca- 
pacities In ourselves," he continued. 
"Democracy has 
been tested 
and 


proved as effective as It is whole- 
some. 
Politically,

vanquished other systems, and with 


f the political liberty there has come 


to us In increasing measures a vision 
of the possibilities of commercial and 
economic Justice." 


It was the spirit of freedom and 


right that animated the American 
army In France, the war secretary 
declared. "Hindenburg lines crump- 
led like houses of cards in the face 
of that spirit." he said, and nfter 
the taking of the St. Mihiel salient 
In September, "an American general 
with two million American soldiers 
at his back drove through the Ar- 
gonne forest, took Sedan, and no 
shattered the whole German system 
of military operations that tnirren- 
tler more complete than uncondition- 
al was accepted by Germany at the 
point of the sword when the armis- 
tice of Nov. 11 was signed." 


ANSWER TO CRITICS. 


Mr. Baker made only one reference 


touching subjects of criticisms of 
the war department recently voiced 
In the senate. "Although there Is 
much talk of the United States hav- 
ing to rely upon Great Britain and 
Franc* to supply Its 
armies 
with 


heavy artillery." he said, "neverthe- 
less. American Industry did In fact, 
nupply to Great Britain and France 
practically 
an 
equivalent 
to that 


made 
available to 
us from 
them. 


American Industry was able to meet 
the demands made upon It. and on 
the day the armistice was signed our 
nrmy hoard was thoroughly equip- 
ped with American made rifles and 
machine guns, some heavy artillery 
Jiad been shipped and the stream of 
supply of all types of artillery, am- 
munition and equipment was begin- 
ning at such a rate as would have 
supplier! our own vast forces entire- 
ly from our own sources within a 
T«ra few months."

Washington. Jan. 4.—The text of 


the agreement relating to the treat- 
ment of prisoners of war, framed 
by the American-German joint com- 


I mission which completed its labors 
at Beren, Switzerland. Nov. 11, the 
day the armistice was signed, was 
made public tonight by the stats de- 
partment. The agreement never was 
ratified, however, as the entire, work 
of the commission was nullified by 
the armistice. 
FOR INSPECTION OF ALL CAMPS. 


Because of its far-reaching provis- 


ions for the health and comfort of 
prisoners the document 
Is 
unique 


among International agreements. Ab- 
solutely nothing was left to chance 
or to the good faith of the contract- 
ing countries, ilnce machinery wan 
set up, which, with the aid of neutral 
governments, would have Insured In- 
spection of all camps. 


HUMANE HUN PLEDGES. 


The definite written pledges which 


the American commissioners obtain- 
ed from the German members as to 
the rights of war prisoners are re- 
garded by officials as the most ad- 
vanced and humane 
In diplomatic 


history. Among the striking are sev- 
eral which appeared to be directed 
at brutal practices charged to Ger- 
man authorities 
In the conduct of 
certain 
camps 
and 'which aroueed 


violent protests in Allied countries 
and the United States.

Fear that railroad men would be

"My Judgment is that the test will

O SEE where we are today, and to realize what the 
year has been, we should consider where we were 
just a year ago. Then we were thinking of war. 


Our boys were going away. Our women were 


knitting. Our men weere organizing for drives. 
Men, women, children, all were thinking of the 


things of war, of men, munitions, food; of soldiers and the Red 
Cross; of saving, self denial. We thought of one thing—beat- 
ing the Hun. 


Today we are thinking of peace. In looking back over the 


year we do not think of statistics of building, or paving, or any- 
thing else by which a year is measured in ordinary times. We 
think of war activities. We have the honor roll, and it tells of 
an ache for many that will last as long as life. 


We do not see much we care to study over. We won the 


war in 1918, and then with a whirl turned from war to peace. 


Big plans are making. The mayor forecasts a population 


of 80,000 by 1930. The business man tells why we will have 
prosperity unexampled in the world's history. 


Our people are looking forward to a bigger and better De- 


catur, not all in 1919, but in the next few years. We are plan- 
ning for more building, more schools, more great municipal 
works, more manufacturing, for real roads, all that makes de- 
velopment on a big scale. It is not too big. The last year was 
the biggest in the world's history in war. It makes possible 
the biggest peace years and it is of that we are thinking. 


Decatur has been in the war whole heartedly; it has been 


doing some big things. It doubled its local Red Cross work, 
going from $25,000 in 1917 to $50,000 in 1918. It gave $250,000 
to war drives. It took five millions in bonds and besides that 
increased its bank deposits $4,000,000 over the total of a year 
ago. 


Decatur looks forward to the future with optimism and 


courage. It will make big the next few years.

Just 203 boxes of Red Cross dressings and gar- 


ments were shipped out of Decatur. Also fifty-three 
boxes were sent out for Belgian relief.

year by dealers and others. 


When the sugar shortage was the 


most acute, and It was necessary for 
a dealer to have a special permit to 
sell sugar for canning tho city ad- 
ministrator for the biggest part of 
the month, with, at times, the ser- 
vices of two assistants, wao occupied 
in making out these certificates. 


All the services of the Food Ad- 


ministration

without compensation, and as a pa- 
triotic duty to the country.

may be seen from tho achievements of 
t*o local administration. 


In Macon County, the »ug:ar con- 


sumption for 1918 was reduced to less 
than fifty per cent of the previous 
year, effecting a saving of nearly a 
hundred thousand pounds of sugar In 
one month.

As such an outlook as this faced 


colleges everywhere, relief camo in a 
proposition from the war department 
to {establish a military training unit 
In 'colleges furnishing a quota of a 
hundred men" and satisfactory aca- 
demic instructional facilities. It in- 
cluded a military instructor and uni- 
forms and other necessary eq npment 
for such training. Immediately the 
whole atmosphere changed and the 
cry "Back to College" rcomphabized 
by* the repeated appeals of 1'rcMilent 
Wilson and government officials of 
all grade*, turned the tide the oth- 
er vvay. though at b^st it did not ap- 
pear poss.ble for a normal enroll-' 
H}ent in any men's or coeducational 
college. 


Millikin asked 
the committee on 


educatioral and special training, en- 
trusted -with the management of these 
units, that contiguous colleges, un- 
able to fill the quota of 100, be com- 
bined under one officer with a mini- 
mum of fifty each, other colleges 
Joined in the request and afterwards 
Millikin and Wesleyan arranged to 
take advantage of the plan necessary.

WAR LEFT MARK 


The War left Its murk upon the 


schools, of course, as upon business 
and every other Institution here, lit 
the first place. It took far military 
service several of the men in the 
system, though the number of men 
was already relatively too small. For 
the school year which began Sept. 9 
the disproportion of men and women 
teachers In the high school to great-' 
ly jncreMcd, 


It was responsible, through op- 


portunities offered for war work in 
Washington 
and elsewhere, for a 


considerable number of resignations 
of women teaching in the grades— 
several of them while the schools 
were In session, and many more dur- 
ing the summer vacation. 


Indeed the year 1918 has seen some 


75 changes In the teaching staff of 
the public schools, though all these 
changes are not 
traceable 
to the 


War. 
Argument Is 
not needed to 


convince any citizen that such whole- 
sale changes must be destructive of 
the best Interests of the schools, and 
that ways should be speedily found 
for reducing their number. 


IN WAR ACTIVITIES 


But it was not alone In the per- 


sonnel of the teaching staff that the 
War left Its mark. The work of the 
schools was vitally affected. Much 
time and energy upon the part of 
teachers and pupils was given to the 
promotion of the various War acti- 
vities In which ths whole Community 
was Interested. 
Chief among these 


should be named the various Liberty 
Loan Bond campaigns, the campaign 
for the sale of Thrift and War Sav- 
ings Stamps, for the Red Cross, the 
Army Y. M. C. A., the United War 
Activities. 


Each of the 
18 schools was or- 


ganized as a Junior Auxlllaarjr of 
the Macon County _ChaJ)t*r of the 
American Red Cross, wlt& a 100 per 
cent membership. 
For thl» mem- 


bership alone 
approximately |1900 


was raised by the schools while their 
pledges of service 
were redemmed 


through the making of a. list of gar- 
ments and other articles for the Red 
Cross and Belgian relief too lone to 
tell here, but ona that reflects credit 
upon th* patriotism and the spirit of 
cooperation embodied by tha schools.

WAR IN TEACHING 


The foregoing 
might 
have been 


noted by even the 
superficial ob- 


server. 
A more 
critical observer 


would have discovered an unwonted 
attention to current events, to the 
war, its causes, 
chief 
events and 


more obvious results. There was a 
substitution of not a little literature 
created by the War for English and 
History classes of both grades and 
High School, In place of more con- 
ventional, and time honored classics 
and selections hitherto studied. A 
supplementary 
text-book In Arith- 


metic was Introduced Into the ele- 
mentary schools, basing a large part 
of the work upon "Food Problems" 
that teach valuable lessons In thrift 
and household economics while giv- 
ing lessons 
In elementary mathe 


matics. Vital 
lessons 
in National 


and Community Civics were substi- 
tuted for those more remote from 
present day problems.

Is 
tho only ono from which teachers' salaries 
can be paid. It has happened here. »• 
elienhere, 
therefore, that tho building 
fund may be large enough to permit tho 
purchase of Home things that seem to b« 
needed less than lncrcase» In teochere 
salaries or an Increase in the number of 
teachem or supc) visors, and yet, failing 
to buy to the coal truck, for example, al- 
though In Itself a wlso move, would not 
havo released a elnglo dollar for teachori 
salaries as their salaries must como from 
a wholly rtlstlnct and. at present, an in- 
adequate fund. 


TO HEM? SCHOOLS. 
Any citizen wlshlns to do most to help 
the schools of Decatur at present la in- 
Utod to use his Influence In securing !egl»- 
latlon that -will enable the Board to In- 
crease Its educational fund. This Is likely 
to be accomplished only by a law that will 
permit a maximum levy of three per cpnt 
far this purpose Instead of two percent 
which 1« at nrewnt tho lew maximum.

Decatur High Has 1,300 


Students. 


(ttf PRINCIPAL T. M. DEAM) 


The most pleasing part of the past 


year In the Ufa of the Decatur High 
School has been the response of the 
student body to the appeals that have 
been made for war purposes. This Is 
as it should be. The attendance In 
the high school has been little affect- 
ed by the war., Leas than one per 
cent of the student body before grad- 
uating has withdrawn to enter vari- 
ous branches of the service. 


This, too, Is as It should be. The 


organization of the S A. T. C. In the 
colleges and universities was Institu- 
ted to prevent early and unnecessary 
enlistments. 
This would have had 


Its effect upon the attitude of boya to 
remain In school until 
graduating. 


Excellent industrial conditions with 
the unusual high wage did have a 
tendency to persuade boys to remain 
out of school to work. This I attrib- 
ute as one of the causes for reducing 
the per cent of boys in the high 
school from forty-ebven to forty- 
three. 


The organization of the Junior Red 


Cross and the Boys' Working Reserve 


furnishes avenues through which the 
high school could carry on war activi- 
ties. The liberty loans, the thrift and 
war stamps and the war fund* were 
opportunities to practice economy, 
thrift and sacrifice. In all of these 
campaigns the tendency has been to 
go "over th« top," and I think; it 
would have done our more than 2(0 
boys in the service good to see the en- 
thusiasm 
manifested. -The amount 


contributed at different times may 
already be too real to some of the pa- 
rents, who in certain cases, had to 
make the sacrifice. 


DROPPED GERMAN. 


The dropping of German and the 


offering of French and Spanish were 
the pronounced changes In the course 
of study. The Increase of elections In 
agriculture, science, comemrclal and 
mathematics Is the natural result of 
the conditions which asked for more 
trained workers In these fields. The 
reduction of the numbers in the art 
classes and certain advanced sub- 
jects was made as an 
emergency 


measure. In the main the .curricula 
have remained Intact with a possible 
loss in construction caused by the 
frequent changes In the personnel of 
the teaching corps. 


SCHOOL OVEK CROWDED. 


The does not mean that we have 


anything over which to boast. We 
have tried to hold our own. Some- 
times we have had to do this under 
most trying circumstances. No plant 
ever develops or retains 
efficiency 


working merely to hold Its own. It 
Is more than doubtful whether the 
high school can retain 
Its 
high 


standard with an ever Increasing pop- 
ulation in an already over-crowded 
buldlng. 
Thirteen hundred students 


where provision has been made for 
but s. thousand, with a possible In- 
crease to fourteen hundred by the end 
of the year, not only makes a difficult 
administrative problem but material- 
ly affects the quality ot the work 
done In the class room. 


THIRD IN STATE. 


Wo may brag that we have a very 


high per cent In men school popu- 
lation, having the third largest high 
school In the state outside of Chi- 
cago, but our virtue may be our 
weakness. 


In order that the high school may 


not fall further behind in its program, 
provisions should be made for Its de- 
velopment and growth In at least four 
lines. 
First, adequate class room 


space with facilities for academic 
classes as well as for laboratory sci- 
ences should be secured. 


Second. Provision for 
vocational 


and educational guidance. There is 
far too little done for the many stu- 
dents 
TV ho enter lilgh school with 


vocational aptitudes and who have 
to withdraw because ot financial rea- 
sons or the lack of Interest. Some 
sort of a follow up system should \3c 
Instituted, 
whereby 
the needs of 


these children may be served and 
thus prevent a burden to 
society 


later. 


NEED 1ARQBR LUNCH ROOM. 
Thrd. A lunch room which accom 


modates but two hundred at one sit- 
ting when more than three times 
that number apply for the privilege 


Is one which fails entirely ot Its pur- 
pose. A saving in the length pf day 
by one hour could be made If Ade- 
quate quarters were furnished. 


Fourth. The health of the children 


needs closer attention. Physical ez- 
nmlntUlons of more boys and girls 
should be made. With one gymu- 
alurn for eight hundred student! (Ju»- 
or and Senior High) and no play 
ground -facilities near the bu^Idlnr, 
l« a condition no recognized" high 
srhool of high standing In the state 
has to suffer.

Sidney Smith Tells of Rural 


Activities. 


By SIDNEY SMITH. COKVTY AGENT 


During the ten months Just past, 


th. Macon County Farm bureau has 
grown from 827 members Into an or- 
ganization of SS5 members and while 
this growth of seven per cent 1* con- 
siderable yet the physical growth In 
membership Is but slight as compar- 
ed with the development of spirit 
and strength of morale acquired by 
the organization as a whole. 


COMMUNITY COMMITTEES 


The Farm Bureau further endeav- 


ers to create a strong community 
spirit, a local pride and a, friendly 
rivalry conducive to better farming 
and better living conditions. To as- 
sist In the accomplishment of these 
object! the executive committee of 
the farm bureau has created twenty- 
seven community committees of three 
or four members each within 
the 


county. The chairman of each com- 
munity Committee is assigned the 
duty of bringing to the attention of 
the eounty 
agent 
the 
particular 


community Interest which requires 
his attention. 


FARM BUREAU WORK. 


Since the first of March, 1918, the 


county agent has made lid tarm vis- 
Its In the bounty and has had 1094 
consultations In his office with farm- 
er, who have had practical problems 
t» solve. The farm bureau has held 
forty-rfour meetings In Tarlous parts 
ef the county for the dlsousslon and 
demonstration of farm questions. 


In the summer a number of poultry 


culling demonstrations 
were 
held 


and In December a three days' farm 
accounting school was conducted, at 
whloh mer*> 
than 
eighty 
farmers 


•pent a day working out a, suitable 
system of accounting which would 
he applicable to their own farm busi- 
ness. 


In June a farm tour was made In 


the county to a number of farms 
where the effect of soil treatment 
with lime, rock phosphate, alfalfa 
and »oy beans were observed. 


In July * trip was made to the 


experimental fields at TIrbnna and 
more than three 
hundred 
persons 


drove from 
Macon county to 
the 


fields to make an Inspection of the 
value of crop 
rotations and 
soil 


treatment and In August a tractor 
plowing demonstration 
was 
made 


Which was largely attended by men 
from all part* of Macon and adjoin- 
ing counties.

Wni held at Falrvlew Park .ttended 
by more than 2,000 members of Farm 
Bureau families and their friends.
